AIDS THE CITY HEALTH CRUSADE 


The federal government took a hand yester- 
day in the campaign of Commissioner of 
Health Evans and the city health department 
to secure pure ice cream for Chicago. A 
the result of a quiet investigation which has 
been conducted by Assistant United States 
District Attorney A. R. Hulbert, under the 
direction of District Attorney Sims; an in- 
formation against three large manufacturers 
of ice cream was filed with Judge Kenesaw 
M. Landis in the United States District 
court and bench warrants were issued for 
the defendants. The warrants are return- 
able today, 

The three companies attacked are the 
Thompson-Reid Ice Cream company, 1001 
Indiana avenue; McBride Bros. & Knobbe, 
71T South Clinton street, and the Woodhull 
Ice Cream company, 8046 East Ninety-second 
street. The government charges these con- 
cerne with violation of the federal pure food 
law for shipments of impure ice cream from 
one state to another. 


Calls It Unfit for Food. 

The product so shipped in the instances on 
which the information fs based ts declared to 
have “ consisted in whole or in part of a filthy, 
decomposed and putrid vegetable substance 
which renders the article unfit for food.”

The action of the government prosecutors 18 
based on an analysis of three shipments of 
ice cream, one from each company, made by 
Dr. A. L. Winton, head of the government 
food laboratory, and his assistants. All were 
shipped on Oct. 5 and 6, the Thompson-Reid 
consignment being one tub containing 140 
pounds of ice cream to the Red Cross Drug 
company, Racine, Wis., the McBride ship- 
ment being two tube of 140 pounds each to the 
Kradwell Drug company, also of Racine, and 
the Woodhull consignment being one tub of 
100 pounds to R. L. Felton, druggist, Vab 
paraiso. Ind. 


Bacteria Swarm in Product. 

According to the government attorneys, 
Dr. Winton found as many as 500,000,000 
pactéria in a cubic centimeter, approximately 

a quarter teaspoonful of the shipped product. 
Most of the bacteria were colon bacilil, 
which abounds in human and animal refuse. 
The analysis of theee shipments was followed 
by an inspection of the plants of the different 
concerns. These inspections, according to 
Mr, Hulbert, showed that ice cream was 
being manufactured in low, poorly ventilated 
rooms, that in some places the workmen wore 
boots and worked in slimy water and that at

Informed About “Other Woman,” 

In March, 1898, she and her daughter went 
to Europe and in September of that year, 
she says, her husband wrote that he could 
no longer ive with her because he had found 
a woman he truly loved. e told her the 
best thing she could do would be to stay in 
Europe and get a divorce. She came right 
back to this country and recovered him, but 
he got away agein and said, “I am going 
for good.“ 


Mrs. Bendix brought suit in Chicago for 
support and the court awarded her 150 4 


month winters and $125 a month summers, 
Her husband is in arrears over $5,000 on this 
alimony, she says. In the fall of 1900, in 
order to get a little money, she consented 
to have the alimony order amended so that 
she would get only $60 a month summers 
and §125 winters. Even then her husband 
paid her only for four months, she said, and 
last summer he went to Europe without 
leaving any provision for her support, Since 


April, 1910, she has lived on borrowed money, 


he says.

In hie replying affidavit Mr. Bendix says 
that from 1890 until his daughter was born 
his relations with his wife were strained and 
they were quarreling constant ly.

f As the result of the agitation voiced by 


citizens of Edgewater to The Friend of the 
people in Thu Pripunm, for better service 
on the Northwestern Eleveted railroad be- 
tween Wil avenue and the city limits, a 
massmeeting was held last night at the 
Fdgewater Country club. It was decided 
to present a petition to the officials of the 
railroad company asking for improved serv- 
ice. 

The L patrons who live north of Wilson 
avenue had prepared a petition to which 
8.000 signatures had been secured by J. J. 
O'Connor, 5335 Southport avenue. 

The meeting developed., however, an oppo- 
sition to the petition, and Mr. O'Connor ac- 
cused those opposing ine petition of being 
in league with the rallroad officiale. After 
two hours of argument over the wording of 
the petition, a committee consisting of A. T. 
Brower, J. J. O'Connor, E. J. Frankhaueen, 
A. F. Portman, H. D. Capitain, J. F. Hecht, 
and Ald. Winfield P. Dunn, and C. M. Thom- 
son of the Twenty-fifth ward, was chosen 
to present the petition to the officials of the 


Northwestern road. 


Petition for More Cars. 

The petition reads as follows: 

“We, the patrons of the Northwestern 
Elevated railroad, petition the officials of 
the above road to continue on to the city 
limits a number of Wilson express trains 
during the rush hours and thereby improve 
the service from Wilson avenue and north 
thereof. The same to 570 into immediate et- 
fect.” 

Both Ald Dunn and Thomson said the 
petition was not clear enough and they op- 
posed it for that reason. Neither alderman 
det ended the service north of Wilson avenue. 
They said the service ought to be improved, 
but expressed the belief this could not be 
done by means ot the petition. Mr. O Connor 
replied the petition told clearly enough what 
was wanted by the patrons of the North- 
western elevated. 


Charges Bad Faith. 

Mr. O'Connor also accused the officials of 
the Northwestern of bad faith, and said he 
had been promised in behalf of the Edge- 
water people that the service would be im- 
proved, but that so far no effort had beep 
made by the road to secure good service.

SURPRISE PARTY TO WOMEN. 


Amendment Allows Them Ballot on All 
Save President. 


Topeka, Kas., Feb. 8 [Special. }—It is now 
up to the voters of Kansas to say whether 
or not women shall vote on all questions in 
this state except the presidency. 

The resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment, which was passed by the house last 
night, was taken up by the senate this after- 
noon and adopted with little opposition. 

This proposition is a distinct one from that 
discussed by the senate and referred to the 
judiciary committee. Tne morning discus- 
ston had to do with a bil} to permit women 
to vote In presidential elections. The resolu- 
tion which was voted on favorably this af ter- 
noon submits to the men voters of the state 
an amendment to the constitution giving 
women a vote on senators, congressmen, and 
ail state and legislative officers. They al- 
ready have the right to vote for all city offi- 


cials, 
Surprise Party to Women. 

The adoption of the house resolution wes in 
the nature of a surprise party for the women 
and repaid ina measure their disappointment 
of the morning over the reference of the pres- 
| idential vote bill to a committee.

MEXICO AND THE UNITED STATES. 

There is some kind of insprrection going 
on in the northern states of Mexico. Armed 
squads of rurales and regulars are chasing 
or are being chased by bands of insurrec- 
tionists. Sometimes they meet, and, if the 
reports are to be trusted, one army of 200 or 
300 men annihilates or routs the other 
army. But occasionally the fighting seems 
to be of an opera bouffe character like that 
near Juarez the other day. The government 
forces marched out to find their foes, kept 
out of range of their guns, fired some inef- 
fectual. shots, and then fell back. ‘That 
disappointed and disgusted the American 
spectators, who wanted a real fight, with 
killed and wounded. 

The Mexican government makes light of 
the situation, which it says is well in hand. 
But it does not give out news of the progress 
which itz troops are making in the pacilica- 
tion of northern Mexico. It keeps sending 


troops there, but it cannot prevent the tre- 


quent interruption of railroad traffic by the 


tearing up of tracks. The insurrectos or 


guerrillas keep on careering joyfully over 
the country, taking great paipe not to lay 
rude hands on any American. Nor, curious- 
ly enough, have there been complaints of any 
serious interference with American business 
interests, though they are extensive, which 
goes to show that the insurrection has not 
upset everything. 

It is natural that the insutrectionists 
should not meddle with Americans. It is 
probably from this country that they draw 
their supplies of arms and ammunition. 
They believe that American sympathy would 
ald their cause considerably. But the con- 
sideration they show for Americans does not 
affect in the least the duty of the American 
government. It is obliged te patrol the 
border so that this country may not bé 
made a base of operations for men waging 
war against the established government of a 
nation with which we are at peace. It is 
a disagreeable task, for the border could 
not be perfectly guarded if all the men in the 
small regular army were strung along it. 

So the American government would be 
much pleased if order were restored in 
northern Mexico and it could call back its 
patrolmen. But the réstoration of order is 
a matter for Mexico to attend to.

The members 
of the third, fourth, and fifth class have 
to content themselves with an excellent 
buffet supper. Foreigners usually are in- 
cluded in the second class, being regarded as 
adjuncts of the diplomatic party. The va- 
rious classes are determined by their real 
or honorary rank in the service of the crown. 
and their status in the nobility.

The suicide the other day of Count Percival! 
Douglas in one of the suburbs of Berlin, by 
means of cyanide of potazsium, after having 
ruined himself by unfortunate speculations, 
serves to recall that the ancient Scotch 
house of Douglas is extensively represented 
not only in Germany, but also in Scandina- 
via, most of these scions being descended 
from a Douglas who took service under 
King Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden in the 
thirty years’ war, receiving from him the 
title of count in 1654. 

The principal member of the house today in 
Sweden is Count Louie Douglas, who re 
signed the post of minister of foreign at- 
fairs at Stockholm some time before the 
secession of Norway from Sweden, in token 
of protest against the concilatory attitude 
of the late King Oscar towards the Norwe- 
gians. 

Like the present King of Sweden, of whose 
household he was for a time the grand mas- 
ter, he held that concilation would Inevitably 
lead to separation, as proved to be the case, 
and that a policy of repression, even, if 
necessary, by means of armed force, would 
have been preferable, at any rate as far as 
Swedish interests were concerned. 

Count Louis Douglas displays all the hered- 
itary traits of the great and historic Scotch 
house from which he ts descended having 
the peculfar jaw, falling under lip, and dark 
complexion of the celebrated Black Douglas. 

Count Louie Dougtas, I may add, ie a 
grandson of Grandduke Louis I. of Baden. 
The latter, who reigned from 1818 to 1880, 
contracted 4 morganatic marriage with 
Catherine Werner, whom shortly before his 
death he created Countess of Langenstein. 
and by whom he had a son and a daughter. 

The daughter married the late Count 
Charles Israel von Douglas, father of Count 
Louis Douglas. Count Louis had an elder 
brother, William, who often was described 
as his twin, owing to his having been born 
in the same year. One, however, came into 
the world in February and the other in 
December.

William Dougias, who died unmérrieé a 
few years ago, inherited all the extensive 
property in Germany which had been be- 
queathed to his mother by her father, Grand- 
duke Louis of Baden, and, entering the 
Prussian army, died as a German citizen, 
Louis inheriting hie father’s Swedish prop- 
Shortiy before William's death the two 
brothers were involved in an extraordinary 
lawsuit at Berlin, which bad some analogy 
with the famous Humbert swindle in France. 
It was known as the Brandt affair.” and. 
as in the Humbert case, led to ald sorts of 
prominent persons being dragged into un- 
willing and unjustified notoriety.

JUDGE WARNS NORTH SIDE ROAD 


TO REORGANIZE—AND BE QUICK. 


Threatens to Foreclose on Chicago and 
Milwaukee Hlectric if Dilatory Tac- 
tics Do Not Cease... 


Three years of dilatory tactics by the re- 
ceivers and security holders of the Chicago 
end Milwaukee Electric Railway company 
led Judge Grosscup yesterday to serve no- 
tice that unless something ie done imme- 
diately towards reorganizing the company 
and getting it out of the bands of the re- 
eeivers, he will proceed to foreclose on the 
property and sell it to the highest bidder. 

Judge Grosscup gave the receivers until 
March 15 to get started on a plan of reor- 
ganization. He was interested, he said, not 
so much in getting the company’s affairs 
out of his court but in getting better service 
for the people of the north shore towns served 
by the road. He wants them to have «a 
through connection with the city of Chicago 
instead of being compelled to transfer at 
Evanston. 

“ The court cannot wait much longer on re- 
organization by agreement,” said Judge 
Grosscup. “ The security holders, as a class. 
are chiefly banks and other financial insti- 
tutions. Men of this type ought to have the 
training and that enable them 
to come to quick adjustments. I feel it my 
duty to say that, unless reorganization by 
agreement can come befere March 15, the 
court will no longer hold back foreclosure 


proceedings.”
